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1. Applicant's election with traverse of the invention of group 1, claims 1-10 in the 
reply filed on June 15, 2005 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that the 
apparatus also requires the sampling and testing tool to be in the drilling pipe as in the 
method and thus the claims are not restrictable. It is also argued that both groups could 
be searched without serious burden because both classified in class 175. This is not 
found persuasive because of the reasons advanced in the original requirement. Clearly 
the apparatus claims do not specifically require the tool to be in the drilling pipe. It 
appears that a tool adjacent to the exterior of the pipe and connected to the interior of 
the pipe could be used. Since clearly the method requires at least this feature not 
specified in the apparatus searching therefore would be a burden. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

2. Claims 11-19 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) requirement in the reply 
filed on June 15, 2005. 

3. Applicant has not complied with one or more conditions for receiving the benefit 
of an earlier filing date under 35 U.S.C. 120 as follows: 

An application in which the benefits of an earlier application are desired must 
contain a specific reference to the prior application(s) in the first sentence(s) of the 
specification or in an application data sheet by identifying the prior application by 
application number (37 CFR 1.78(a)(2) and (a)(5)).

5. Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Ward US 
6,296,056. 

Note abstract and Fig. 2. 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

7. Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Ward. 
Jones does not disclose the use pressure storage and vacuum storage means but such 
would have been an obvious expedient to use since known equivalents to the use of a 
pump for inflating and deflating. Use of such would have been desirable to avoid the 
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use of electrical means typically associated with a pump in the potentially explosive 
downhole environment. 

8. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The cited references show the use of packers and/or sampling in 
drilling boreholes. 

9. Claims 4-10 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims.
